The above item appearing in this 
newspaper last week caused quite 
a furore among folks who sell 
fishing license inthe Everglades 
section of Palm Beach county. The 
reason being that in these parts -A 
fishing license costs’ the pisca- 
torial artist $2.25. The extra two- 
bits, of course, is a fee retained 
by the place of business issuing 
the: license. The issuing agent in a 
particular case in Canal Point was 
appointed by the county judge and 
told to collect an additional 25: 
for his time and trouble. - 


Being somewhat concerned over 
the matter after the innocent 
little item had caused such an up- 
set, I wired.the Game and Fresh. 
Water Fish Commission in Talla- 
hassee, asking if it was within the 
law for the county judge to ap- 
point issuing agents and allow 
them to collect an additional 25c 
for their work. 


From Ben C. Morgan, director 
of the Game and Fresh Water Fisn 
Commission, I received an answer 
to my wire and one paragraph is 
particularly interesting since it 
has that “public be damned at- 
titude” running through .it. Her2 
is the paragraph: z 

“There is nothing in the law 
which prohibits the charging of 

a fee by special agents. There- 

fore, it DOES NOT CONCERN 

the Game and Fresh Water Fish 

Commission so long.as the Com- 

mission receives the amount 
specified by law for these 
licenses.” 

There in black and white from 
the state capital and from one of 
the bureaus supported by YOUR 
CASH ‘you have it direct. The 
Commission doesn't give a d 
about what your license costs you 
just so-long as a specified amou; 
reaches the Commission's treasur. 
In its own words the Commission 
IS NOT CONCERNED with 
charges set up by issuing agents. 
These agents could just as well 
charge an extra -dollar or two 
dollars for that matter, if they so 
desired, for writing out your 
license. However, in this county I 
Gont believe the county judge 
Would allow any racketeering 


along this line.

Increase In Millage For|Eks (Club Donates 


Hospitals And Schools 
Cause For Tax Boost 


Next year’s taxes are going to be higher than they are 
this year. In fact, they are going to be a great deal higher. > 
In Canal Foint, state and county taxes will be 22.3% high- 
er, in Pahokee they- will be 19.6% higher, in Belle Glade 
they will’ be 19.6% higher while in the recently created 
City of Seuth Bay they will be 16.1 % higher. 

Tn order that the man who bears the tax- burden may 
know the why and wherefore of the tax increase, The Ever- 
glades News is presenting herewith a table which is self-, 
explanatory. In case, however, that figures baffle you at 
times. we are going to take the liberty of explaining -the 
two tables. . 

Table No. 1 shows the millage necessary for the pres- 
ent year compared with the millage assessed for the com- 
ing year. That’s column one and two. In column three the 
increase in millage is shown and the fourth column shows 
the percentage of increase. The ‘first table is easy to un- 
derstand. it is simple-arithmetic. x

SCHOOL MILLAGE. The school board.in order to meet 
operating expenses during the, coming- year has had to 
boost the millage from’ 14.6 to 17.10 which has already 
been okehed by the state board of public instruction. 

HOSPIYALS. Ditectors of the Western Palm -Beach 
County Public Hospital Board, operating the Belle Glade 
and Pahokee hospitels, have deemed it necessary to raise 
the milage from 5.0 to 8.25 for the coming year. 6 

TWO ITEMS. You will readily note that in the two items 
—schools and hospitals—there has been a boost in millage 
5.75 mills. This makes up a large majority of the -entire 
tax boost of 6.67 miils. ` 

In Road District No. 11—from which this district gets a 

large share of money ‘for roads and bridges—the millage is 
the same as-its has been for .years—one mill. The Inland’ 
“Navigation District! is assessing one-tenth of a mil] in next 
year’s roll. f : 

GENERAL COUNTY. Here is an item that covers many, 
many expenditures.and money. from this particular fund 
is expended “under the direction of county commissioners. 
At the recent two-weeks budget meeting of the commission, 
members worked for days in an-effort to hold the millage 
down to 9.27 milis—the same as it was last year—but in- 
creased salaries of county employees as well as increased 
costs of materials made it necessary to increase this item 
some. By naring herc and shaving there the commissioners 
were able to prepare next-year’s budget with an. increase 
of only .82 mills.

President (?) Dewey 

One night in 1940 the National Press Club in Washington 
threw a steak and beer party ‘to which all the prospective 
presidential candidates were invited. The spirit of the off- 
the-record affair can be judged by the fact that each prom- 
inent politico was assigned to deliver a 10-minute address 


onthe subject, “Why I Should Not Be President,” and all 


readily accepted. This list was long, for it was still uncertain 
whether FDR was gomg to run for a third term, and all the 
hopefuls weré there except the president himself. ‘ 

One by cone, they got up and delivered their humourous 
talks making fun of themselves. Lovable Wendell Willkie 
was in great form. Peul McNutt, with his barbershop ‘sun 
tan. sang.in -his rich baritone a parody on the Gilbert and 
Sullivan son, “They Never Would Be Missed.” Jesse Jones, 
the ponderous Texar, told a shockingly filthy (but funny) 
story. Many other notables contributed to the gayety. Fin- 
ally it came Tom Dewey’s turn. The little New York district 
attorney, not yet éven governor, arose and launched a dead- 
ly serious avcount of his own achievements and qualifica- 

- tions, consuming His full 10 minutes. He sought to bring 
his speech within the party’s specifications with a lame còn- 
clusion to the effect that of course a man with his great rec- 


ord would not be wanted in Washington. When he sat down . 


he was greeted with deafening silence. 

The incident was characteristic of Dewey—always indus- 
triously business-like, always slickly efficient; but not often 
friendly and warm-hearted. Since then, by most. accounts, 
Dewey has changed considerably. He is said to have ma- 
tured and. mellowed in many ways. But it is hard to conceive 
that he ever could capture the affection of people or com- 
mand the hct loyalty of his personal followers like a Roose- 
velt or even a Harry Truman. 


Yet Dewey would make a good president, and maybe a` 


great one. It takes a talented, 20th century administrator 
to run the executive branch of the United States govern- 
men‘, and all the ramifications it has developed today. 
Dewey shines as an administrator. He. has surrounded him- 
self not with political hacks but with experts in their fields. 

The way -Dewey won the nomination probably shows the 
way he would run the government. It was done with finish- 
ed professi« na] technique-and smooth efficiency all the way 
through. An-Englizh newspaper reporter who covered the 
campaign and the convention’ gave the perfect descriptior. 
of it: “The humorless efficiency of a certified public ac- 
countant in quest of the Holy Grail.” 

Nor would Dewey fail to get along with congress. The 


New York legislature is ‘full of die-hard democrats but 


Dewey has put through his programs for New York State 
with outstanding success. He had no close contacts with 
congress like most of the men he deafeated for the nomi- 
nation, but that might be an advantage to him. Certainly 
few presidents heve had poorer relations with congress than 
Harry Truman, who went to the White House from the 
senate, and that goes even for the congressmen of his own 
pariy.—Fort Myers News-Press.

On Hialeah Track 


HIALEAH—Not all the “cab- 
bage” at Hialeah Park goes 
through the pari-mutuel windows 
during. the racing Season. 

Some of it stays on the track. 
Right now, there is a good crop 
of velvet beans, blackeyed peas; 
okra, cucumbers and other running 
vines growing where the nation’s 
thoroughbred horses cavort during 
the racing season. f 

It's the only race track in the 
country that grows a crop of vek- 


jetables during the off-season, ac- 


cording to Joe W. Morrow, super- 
intendent of the plant and track at 
Hialeah Park sincè 1931. 

Planted in late April on six 
inches of straw and manure from 
the stables, the crop is allowed to 


grow until mid-September when it 
is mashed with a straight disk. 
After it rots for about’ 30 days it is.
